IT OI'TEEN happens that small men

in hig poeltion, In thelr eager-

ness Lo muke the most of a sltua-

tlon, over-reach themselves and
end worse off than they hegan, While
tUmre I8 no positive evidence na yet
that this was true of what I8 known as
the state administration group of lead-
ers In Wigconsin, when they tried to
dictate terms lo friends of Senator
Spooner, the susplelon to that effect Is
rapldly growing. Former Governm'
Hoard, one of the warm supporters of
prezent Governor La Follette but a
man of mental breadth and independ-
ence, milkes no concealment af his be.
lief in the premises. He says:

“The recent state convention wak
notable for a very conspicuous lack
of politleal wigdom on the part of its
managers, Had they been wise to the
end of promoting caucus and taxation
reform they would have Indorsed Sena-
tor Spooner unconditionally, and thus
taken him as an Issue out of all future

contests in the legislative districts,
No state conventlon can diclale
through s platform or otherwlse o
the voters of any legislative district
what thelr cholee snall be for the
United Statea senate. They are the

masters of thelr own actiong, and thelpr
fostructions to their legislative candi-
dates arve paramount and final, 'This
is one of the elementary principles of
Ttepublican .politles. As the situatlon
now stands, the administration finds
ftsell handlcapped with a third and
most potent Issue, that of the election
of Senator Spooner, when by the exer-
clse of a little political sense it could
hiave been avolded. There 18 work
enough anhead to secure a leglslature
fauvorable to caucus and taxation re-
form without belng loaded down by a
third issue.” =

Says the Milwaukee correspondent of
the Chleago Ntecord-Herald, an un-
blased authorvity: “Already the friends
of Benutor Spooner are organizing In
every legislutive district of the state,
and the first thing demanded of a can-
didate will be his unqualified pledge to

"While the chances at present are
strongly in favor of the re-clection of
Governor La Follette there are slormy
times ahead, Whit the much talked
of stalwart bolt will amount to Is a
guestion that no one cAn ANBWCP Bils
Isfactorily at the present time., Near-
Iy every man has a different opinlon,
The chances are that if the SBpooner
men, among whom are counted the
stalwarts, secure the nomination of a
large majority of the legislators it will
have little effect, That wing of the
party is Spooner to a man, and will
come oult to vote for candidates for
the leglslature who are for him. They
are also composed of men whose boast
hgs been that they have never bolled
the ticket, There may bée a few hun-
dred who will go to the extent of vot-
ing for a Democratic candidate for
gqgernor, but they will be comparas-
tigRly few, There will be many more
w will slmply content themselves
W ih scratcihlng the head of the teket,
willle voting the remainder, In such
© the governor may be found some
thgueands behind the rest of the tlcket,
as g Lhe case with Governor Scofield
ln;l:“.' but so far there 1s nothing to

A wvisitor who complies with these
requirements and who I8 now telling
the world what he saw in the United
States ls Ludwig Max Goldberger, o
Glerman writer of repute, In the main,
he Is cordlally complimentary., Ours
{8 the land of “unbounded porsibili-
ties" and the average American is both
proud of the fact and anxlous to im-
part knowledge of it to the guest with-
in his gate. Says My, Goldbergey:

“Everybody seems filled  with the
Idea that the stranger should see how
great and how strong the country is,
In the course of my elght months of
study throughout the Unlon I found
upen doors everywhere inviting investi-
gation, and nowhere did 1 meet the
contrary. On all sldes 1 saw unusual
but not unseemly activity, industrious
and ambitlous men, ‘It is a big coun-
tey'—that s the designation which the
citizen of the United States applles
with respectful admiration to his fa-
therland, for ‘great,’” estimated by
measure, weight and numbers, Im-
presses him, But even our cooler judg=
ment must concede greatness to the
United States, because of the nation’s
accomplishments.”

The great resulig are not lookedsupon
as chance or luck, and My, Goldberger
points to the year 1901, ‘The assassina-
tion ol the president, poor cropg, fall
In the metal market, the Northern Pa-
ecifle corner and its effect on the exe
changes, strikes and falling off in pro-
duction were “events,'” he gays, “which,
singly or collectlvely, would have
worked to the detriment of the coun-
try if the economic foundatlon were
less strong, 1 do not deny thut In the
['nited States, a8 well ax in every oth-
er country where a high stute of pros-

perity has been reached, a reactlon
must come, Such winter slorms are as
unaveldable over there ag they were

elsewhere, nnd some indlentions are
already to he geen In the magle gar-
den of the Unlon. But the country Is
#o blessed with earth's treasuves, It s
equipped with such Inexhaustible re-
gources, Its Industries wre equipped
with auch wonderful and complete mn-
chinery, that the worst winter storms
can be weathered.”

In proof of this optimistle view the
wrlter calls attentlon to the revival ufl-
ter the panies in “the nineties.” With
the Phillppine Islands the population
of the Unlted States is put down at 88,-
000,000, “hardly more than & per cent.
of the population of the earth, record-
Ing to the latest estimate. This & per
cent, has, however, possession of 25 per
cent. of all the cultivated land of the
earth.! The writer then glves the sta-
tistics showing the product of wheat,
corn, firon, copper, petroleum, ete,
chowing the percentage contributed to
the world's markets by the United
Stutes, It &8 ghown that the United
States furnished 845 per cent, of the
cotton manufactured between 1806 and
1800, that the Increase In the produc-
tion of wheat from 1870 to 1001 was 217
per cent, and of colton in the same
thne 206 per cent. 1n 1870 52,000,000 tons
of conl were mined, The amount In
1001 wis 200,000,000 tong, an Increase of
806 per cent.; the increase In lron ore
wis 867.0 per cent, and In steel 19,75)
per cent,

“But the possibllities have not yet
been reached,” says Mr. Goldberger,
“and one only reallzes that fuct when
one makes the tour of the land from
the Atlantle 1o the Pacific; when one
viglts the workshops, comeg In touch
with the commerclal machinery dand
the men through whose management,
which may @t times have bheen reck-
legs, the Uniled States redaches |is
commerclal greatness.'" His trip lo
the far West, his observatlons In the
fuctorieg, mines, workshops and on the
rallroads, discloged 1o the tourist “the
glant strength of the nation"  The
hazardous polnt seen by the wriler les
in the fact that the new industries,
with thely muany ramiflcations, arve so
closely associnted whh powerful indis
viduals that the withdrawal of the Iats
ter would lead to embarrassment fop
a conglderable time. “The greatest
powers of the Old World,"” he says,
bYwere allowed Lo develop, and suffered
no shock when cltizens were forced
out of the line of activity. But if J.
Plerpont Morgan should be called away
today the values of all the greal crea-
tlons whose Intellectual head and
financial prop he had been would be
thrown into confuslon. Then |1 nmay
be demonstrated whether there is suf-
ficlent commerciul energy left Lo cone
tinue, and If the Ananclal foundations
of the Indusiries In thelr present glgan-
tie proportions are worthy of exist-
ence."

get an abuse of commercial propriety,
and that glves him the consclousness
of strength of character, for which he
ha# no equal, The American business
mun considers carefully and long be-
fore he eniers a business undertaking.
But wWhen once he has done so he |8
tn It with heart and poul, and he may
be counted upon as an active co-labor-
or worthy of every confldence, This
desoription certainly will not fit every
cage;, but It Is typleal of the commers
elal 1ife as 1 saw it In clreles® which
were coneldered  standard.
